The  “ governor”  is  he  to  whom 
their  exaoution  ‘m  intrust. .ft  ;  Konra  in  affairs  of  the 
State  he  is  styled  the  executive. 

But  let  118  recur  to  the  controverted  paragraph  in 
search  of  the  author’s  “sense  as  given  by  himself." 
What  is  it?  Take  the  follow’iiig  quotations: — 

“  The  Bishop  is  elected  as  the  judge  of  the  Church, 
that  is,  [note,  Mr.  Elitor,  the  definition  carefully.]  the 
officer  by  whose  construction  of  the  laws  nnd  rules  of 
the  Church  his  diocese  is  to  be  governed— like  other 
judifes  he  is  elected  for  life,  being  allowed  to  resign, 
and  being  subject  to  impeachment.” 

Sir,  this  is  the  true  meaning  of  the  word,  and  pre¬ 
cisely  that  wliicli  I  have  given  to  it  throughout  tlie 
discussion. 

Again — “  He  is  elected  as  the  governor  of  the 
Church  within  his  ditwese — to  see  that  her  laws  are 
executed,  to  preside  in  her  legislative  assembly,  to 
report  her  condition,  and  recommend  such  measures 
as  he  may  deem  important  to  her  welfare." 

All  of  these  clauses  except  one,  would  apply  (mii- 
tatis  mutandis)  to  the  governor  of  Pennsylvania ;  and 
that  one  is  applif'able  lo  the  vice-president  of  the 
United  States,  who  belongs  to  tlie  executive  branch, 
and  yet  is  president  of  tlie  Senate.  * 

How  your  correspondent  can  say  then  that  I  have 
mistaken  tlie  Bishop’s  meaning,  I  cannot  conjecture — 
I  ask  him  to  tell  me  wherein  1  1  adopt  the  definitions  of 
the  address  itself. 

I  understand  Bishop  Hopkins  lo  claim  for  the  Epis¬ 
copate  the  judicial,  executive,  and,  if  the  word  patri¬ 
arch  means  what  1  suppose  in  this  connexion,  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  Clmrch.  He  probably 
takes  the  ground  on  which  your  correspondent  seems 
disposed  to  place  himself,  that  the  participation  of 
the  laity  anil  subordinate  clergy  m  itie  government 
of  the  Church  is  by  permission  of  the  liishops, 
to  whose  office  all  authority  belongs.

We  are 
happy  to  find  that  we  were  mistaken. 

Upon  the  aspect  of  the  case  as  now  presented,  we 
deem  it  necessary  lo  say,  in  order  to  prevent  any  mis¬ 
understanding  of  our  sentiments,  that  we  still  differ 
from  our  correspondent  both  as  to  the  force  of  his  ar¬ 
guments  and  the  correctness  of  his  facts.

Dec.  18. — This  morning  I  went  by  invitation  of  one 
of  the  masters,  to  attend  the  exhibition  of  the  schools 
connected  with  tlie  Royal  institution  of  Liverpoid. 
'i'he  schools  are  classical  and  scientific  in  runnexion 
with  modern  language,  and  are  intendeii  to  occupy,  in 
relation  to  the  Universities,  the  ground  of  Eton  and 
Weslminsler.  Besides  the  teachers  of  modern  lan¬ 
guages,  drawing  and  dancing,  there  is  a  master  and 
two  classical  assistants,  the  latter  are  graduates  of  Ox¬ 
ford,  intending  to  enter  the  ministry,  and  now’  ready 
for  orders, — the  former  is  of  Cambridge,  and  a  clergy¬ 
man.  The  exhibition  was  in  a  large  leclure-roo'ii  of 
the  Rny.al  Institution,  and  consisted  of  speaking  Eng¬ 
lish,  Greek  and  lalin  prose  and  poetry,  selected,  ex¬ 
cept  in  two  cases,  where  two  of  the  older  l>oys  deliver¬ 
ed  their  own  compositions.  The  ma-ters  wore  their 
university  gowns  and  caps,  the  Cambridge  gentlemen 
having  a  black  silk  hood  lined  with  white  silk,  hanging 
beliind — the  others  a  strip  of  crimson,  about  three  in¬ 
ches  wide,  hanging  over  one  shoulder  like  a  sword 
belt.  The  boys  were  mostly  sons  of  wealthy  persons, 
nnd  were  dreiwed  with  beautiful  simplicity  and  neat¬ 
ness,  and  of  excellent  manners.  'I’he  two  that  sivike 
their  own  composititms  laid  their  manuscripts  before 
them,  ns  a  clergyman  dot  s  his  sermon,  and  rend  ns 
closely  as  if  the  matter  were  about  half  co  nmilted. 
But  their  compositions  were  excellent,  and  were  rt  ad 
well,  though  they  did  not  once  lift  their  hainls,  except 
to  turn  the  leaf.  'Plieir  ages  were  about  eiglileen  or 
nineteen.  They  Comtioscd  the  first  class,  the  school 
being  only  a  year  old.  At  the  end  of  each  perfor¬ 
mance,  tlie  audience  signified  their  pleasure  by  cinp 
ping,  and  knocking  of  slicks  on  the  fioitr.  'I'he  other 
boys  spoke  selected  pieces.  I  never  heard  a  set  of  lads 
articulate  so  distinctly,  pronounce  so  accurately,  stand 
so  gracefully,  or  manage  their  voices  more  j'lilicioiisly.  ] 
Some  of  them  spoke  remarkably  well.  I  fell  an  inter¬ 
est  in  remarking  the  manner  of  pronouncing  Grei'k 
an«l  Ijatin  among  the8>’  pupils,  because  it  is  the  Oxiord 
manner.  In  Greek,  it  differed  from  that  adopted  at 
Gambier  only  in  tliis,  that  the  dipthong  nu  is  here  pro¬ 
nounced  as  in  out,  whereas  with  us  it  is  likn  oo  in  moot. 
Our  method  was  pronounced  by  one  of  the  masters  to 
be  the  most  primitive.  But  in  Latin  they  universally 
pronounced  the  a  like  its  English  sound  in  hate,  in- 
sieail  of  giving  the  broad  and  better  sound,  which  i 
liave  been  used  to.  1  was  informed  that  the  same  does 
not  prevail  in  all  the  sclnxils  that  prepare  lor  the  uni¬ 
versities.  Westminster  was  cited  as  an  example  of 
pronunciation  like  ours.  Each  boy  wore  while  kid 
gloves  while  speaking,  and  only  once  was  lliere  need 
of  a  prompter.  Alter  the  spenkmg,  one  of  the  Rec¬ 
tors  of  Liverpool,  (two  of  the  clergy  of  ihecitv  are  dis¬ 
tinguished  by  the  title  of  Rectors  of  Liver()Ool,)  who  is 
also  President  of  the  Royal  institution,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Roberts,  presenterl  prizes  of  books,  in  literature  and 
science,  handsomely  bound.  I  was  pleased  to  find  ihat 
the  old  syt-tem  of  rewarding  talents,  rather  than  merit, 
and  of  exciting  pupils  to  study  to  excel  each  other,  ra¬ 
ther  than  to  come  up  to  the  highest  reach  of  their  fa¬ 
culties,  was  abandoned  ;  and  thatthe  prizes  were  award¬ 
ed  to  all  whose  persevering  pffirts  rendered  them  suf¬ 
ficiently  deserving.

A  pretty  lake  borders 
the  grounds — the  gate  opens  into  a  beautiful  park  and 
winds  among  firs  and  oiks  and  undiilations  of  land,  till 
the  lordly  mansion  opens  on  the  view.  His  Lordship 
was  attending  an  oxamioat'on  of  one  of  his  charily 
schools,  and  Iheiefore  not  at  home.  I  was  received 
very  kindly  by  the  Hon  Mr.  Kenyon,  his  eldest  son, 
and  we  conversrd  together.  Ins  wife  and  sister  in  com¬ 
pany,  until  his  lyirdship  reliirued.  His  greeting  w’a^ 
remarkably  open-hearted  and  affection  ite — his  manner 
as  if  we  hod  b<  on  old  friends,  though  I  had  never  seen 
him  before.  Kenyon  College  came  iminedtatily  into 
view.  I  showed  him  the  drawings,  with  wfiich  he 
seemed  very  mnefi  pleaseil  — they  enabled  me  to  give 
him  a  belter  explanation  of  the  insliluiion  thartT  could 
possibly  f.ave  done  wiihout  them.  He  seefned  sur¬ 
prised  and  pleased  when  Idescrihid  its  prosperity,  as  if 
he  hud  iningin'-d  thnt  it  w<»8  nesrly  ruined.  A  sepa¬ 
rate  theological  department  after  having  graduated,  is 
so  different  from  any  thing  in  England,  that  t>e  seemed 
to  have  difficulty  in  comprehending  it.  Afterwards 
we  talked  iibuiit  liord  B -xley.  lyird  Kenyon  express 
'  ed  the  most  affectionate  regard  for  his  charucier. 

After  a  long  conversation  on  various  subjects,  having 
told  him  tiiat  I  wished  to  get  on  my  w'ay  towards  lym- 
don  this  evening,  he  order-  d  his  cliariol  to  be  ready  at 
4  u’cloi.'k.  At  this  hour  1  took  leave  of  his  Lirdship. 
ami  mounted  the  chariot,  very  much  pleased  with  the 
interview.  I/»rd  K'-nyon  looks  as  if  he  were  about 
fifty  eiglit.  His  complexion  is  that  of  a  healthy,  vigor¬ 
ous,  active  man — his  complexion  florid,  hair  white, 
comitenance  very  benevolent,  manners  very  affection¬ 
ate  and  plain.  His  presence  is  that  of  an  unassuming. 

Chiistian  gentleman.  I  was  much  pleased  wilh  the  in¬ 
dication  ap|)arent  in  him  of  real  piety,  and  of  a  true  spi¬ 
ritual  interest  in  tlie  cause  of  religion.  He  spoke  with 
lively  pleasure  of  his  children,  e.specially  of  the  inter- 
e-t  taken  by  his  eldest  son  in  all  good  things.  He 
told  me  of  the  school  lie  had  been  examining — a  day  and 
Sunday  sch<>ol  whiidi  he  supports  among  his  tenantry, 
composed  of. seventy  chihlren.
